DAFA T : A Questidn of Vital Importance to 
Large Famiilics. 


The Nutritive Qualities of Becei, Mutton, 
Pork, Milk and Cheese —Relations 
They Sustain to Kach Other in 
Pomt of Nutrition. 


The practical question of the hour with 4 
large class of our people is that of living, 
writes Lyman F. Abbott in the Philadelphia | 
Press; how to make the money earned by 
daily toil go the farthest and afford the 
growing olive branches a nutritious, nealth- 
ful and yet comparatively cheap food. 

A food may be cheap and yet be dear. It 
is this question of cheapness which con- 
cerns the poor Man more than he often | 
realizes. A food thatis cheap and wanting 
in nutrition may often be the costlier of the 
two when the other supplies in itself all the | 
needed clemefts to sustain the various | 
functions of the system. In this connec- 
tion it will be of interest to consider the 
relative values of certain foods and the 
relations they sustain to each other in point | 
of nutrition and economy in their use as 
furnishing cheap and healthful food. 

The poor man can not afford to indulge 
his family in constant supplies of meat, be- 
cause, as prices range, he can make a small 
outlay of his daily wages go farther in some- 
thing else. Andso from the meatshop he | 
flees to the grocer’s and invests in fine 
flour, an accompaniment of cheese and | 
milk. While beef affords a nutritious food 
he can not afford to indulge in it because | 
his pocket-book prompts and experience 
teaches him to seek a more economical | 
way to keep hunger from the door and sup- | 
ply strength to muscles which provide the 
wherewithal to keep the family together.

ing compounds the beef contains just three 
timés that of the milk, while the carbonace- 
ous or fat and heat-producing elements are 
in excess in the beef as four and two- 
sevenths to one. The solid vonstituents of 
the two in one hundred pounds would be: 
In milk thirteen and in beef fifty, or about 
one to three and five-sixths. It is thus seen 
that it would take about three pounds 
and thirteen ounces of milk, if both were | 
expressed in pounds, to give the same 
amount of nutrition that is contained in one 
pound of beef. A quart of milk, according 
toan average of standard weights, will 
weigh about thirty-eight ounces, hence the 
three pints of mUk by measure will weigh 
a little less Than four pounds, representing | 
more than the equivalent in nutrition fora 
pound of clear beef. 

How is it with cheese? As compared 
with beef a pound of whole-milk cheese | 
Cul @ins OF nitrogenous eiements ll*¢ per | 
cent. more than the beefand 74¢ per cent, 
more carbonates or respiratory and fat- 
forming elements. The solid constituents | 
of the two, on the basis of 100 parts, would | 
be: In cheese 68, as against 50 in beef, re- | 
versing the order from the former com- 
parison with milk, making a pound of 
cheese worth one and aquarter pounds of 
beef. Butasthereisa quantity of saline | 
material in the solids of the cheese let us | 
call the twoequal in value in the compari- 
son. On this assumption, cailing the beef | 
25 dents a pound, cheese should be reckoned | 
as worth the same, while milk should be} 
counted at 16% cents per quart. But milk 
can be bought for6toS8 cents a quart and | 
cheese for 14 to 16 cents a pound, hence 
beef, to represent the equivalent, should be 
bought for 10 to 12 cents a pound. | 

If the man takes a mutton-chop he gets it 
for about twelve cents a pound, and while 
no doubt it is the healthiest meat he can | 
buy, it costs more in nutritious elemeats 
than milk gnd cheese.. There is less water 
in mutton than in beef, while in carbon- 
acéous material it exceeds beef by ten per 
cent, butin nitrogenous compounds it is | 
somewhat poorer. As to the nutriment 
contained in the two meats, beef and mut- 
ton, they are essentially the same, and both 
well balanced in point of nutritious elements 
and those principles which go to sustain 
the human system. But when it comes to 
economy in food, to make the most of the | 
purchasing power of a given sum, the prod- 
ucts of the cow surpass both. Butin com- 
paring mutton in the same way that has 
been dome with beef we. find that it takes 
about four pounds and four ounces of milk 
to represent the sume. amount of nutrition 
cohtained ip a pound of clear: mutton. This 
would be @ littie over one quart and six gills 
of milk, by meastre,as the equivalent of a 
pound of mutton. With cheese.the equiva- 
legt.is about one pound and three ounces of 
mutton. to equal wm .mutrilive vaiue one 
pound of cheese on the basis i have assumed. 

Carrying out the comparison, we see that 
mutton at twelve cents a pound, making no 
allowance for bone, would be about equa! in 
point of cost-of milk at six or seven cents a 

quart and cheese at fourteen cents a pound. 
But it should be into consideration 
that in analysis of the clear flesh is 
always used, which would add consider- 
ably to the cost of the meat, probably near- 
ly one-half, which would augment the
